One Horse Burned to Death and 


One Man Has a Very Nar­ 


row Escape 


A tiro ut 5:30 o’clock this morning 
razed to the ground the Justin M. Gray 
livery stable on Laurel and I* ifth street 
entailing a loss of about $o,000, upon 
which Mr. (tray carries $2,500. 
The alarm was sent in just a little be­ 
fore 5:30 o’clock and when Mr. d ra y got 
out of bed and investigated the entire 
building was in flames, and the origin of 
the blaze will perhaps always remain a 
mystery. 
The department arrived promptly and 
did effective work in keeping the fire 
confined to tho one building, for if it 
had once started in on the corner there 
is no telling what the final outcome 
would have been, for there was a high 
wind blowing from the northwest. 
Tho efforts of tho firemen and others 
was directed to saving tho horses in the 
stable. There were a dozen horses that, 
when the 
department 
arrived, were 
dancing and prancing in their stalls, 
and all of these were taken outside ex­ 
cept one. 
This one horse was safely on 
the outside but he ran in again when 
no one happened to be near th*' front 
door and he was consumed. 
Some of the carriages and wagons 
were taken out but three buggies burn­ 
ed, several cutters and bobsleighs and a 
large number of sets of harness. 
For 
tunately Mr. Gray did not have a great 
deal of hay in the barn at the time, not 
nearly as much as he usually has, but he 
expected to haul in a large lot next 
week and would have hail several tons 
in by the end of next week. 
The tire seemed to envelope the whole 
building and by ti o'clock there was not 
the slightest chance of saving any part 
of it. 
A second alarm was sent in and 
more help was secured to try and con­ 
fine the tire and avoid any further dam­ 
age. This the department was success­ 
ful in doing. 
One fatality nearly resulted on ac­ 
count of the tire. 
A man by the name 
of Herman Bathke who drives tho de­ 
livery wagon for Mr. (tray s meat mar­ 
ket, was asleep in a small room adjoining 
the harness room. 
Mr. Gray had to use 
rattier strenuous means to wake him up

Mr. Gray states that he had twenty 
sets of heavy work harness stored in tho 
build ng which he was unable to get 
out and he figures that his total loss 
will reach #5,CKX). 
Ho carried 82,000 on 
the building and $500 on stock. The 
building was a brick veneered struct­ 
ure and had been improved tho 
p as t 
year or two quite extensively.
